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THE MOTHER WAS KILLED 


Dynamite Explodes tt Home of John Kil- 


owski. in Town of Carson. Killing One 


and Injuring Four Others. 


The mother dead and four little girls 


lying maimed and bruised at Mercy 
hospital in this city, is the result of a 
dynamite explosion which occurred a 
little before 7 o'clock Tuesday morning 
at the farm home of John Kitowski, 
in the town of Carson, about eight 
miles from this city. The family con- 
sisted of the father, mother, five boys 
and four girls, and Mr. Kitowski's 
aged father and mother. All lived at 
home with the exception of Frank, the 
eldest son, who is employed in the 
woods somewhere in the northern part 
of the state. Early that morning the 
next oldest son, John, placed six sticks 
of 60 per cent, dynamite, the whole 
weighing three pounds, in the oven 
of the kitchen stove to warm in prepa- 
ration of his going into the field to blow 
up some stumps. 
Later he took the 


dynamite from the oven and placed it 
under the stove. 
The mother and four 


little girls, Helen, aged 14 years; 
Frances, aged 7, Regina, aged 4, and 
Mary, a baby nearly 2 years old, were 
in the kitchen, the former preparing 
breakfast, when the explosion occurred. 
Just how the dynamite became ignited 
will probably never be known, but it 
is surmised by those who are familiar 
with its use that a sudden jar of the 
floor did the work. Another theory is 
advanced to the effect that the dyna- 
mite had became a little too warm and 
the nitro ran on the floor under the 
stove, and that perhaps the mother's 
shoe had struck a nail in the floor and 
the concussion ignited the nitro. 
The 


latter theory seems the more plausible. 
Just before the explosion the eldest 
daughter, Helen, had arrived in the 
kitchen from assisting in milking the 
cows. The son, John, had just hitched 
up his horses and had started towards 
the house to get the dynamite. But he 
was too late. 
One little son was in 


the adjoining room, the grandmother 
in the front part of the house and the 
grandfather, father and the other three 
boys were ail engaged in doing numer- 
ous duties out of doors when the ex- 
plosion occurred. 


The jar could be felt and heard by 


the neighbors for miles around and 
number of them hurried to the Kitow- 
ski home to render all assistance pos- 
sible. The kitchen part, which was 
attached to the upright and wing por- 
tions of the house, was literally a total 
wreck. The walls of the kitchen were 
throven outward by the concussion and 
the roof broken into several parts and 
lay strewn about the premises. 
The 


mother was found lying under a mass 
of debris just outside the 
wall and must have been killed instant- 
ly. 
She was terribly maimed and 


bruised about the head and body. 
Helen was found under a pile of brick 
which fell from the chimney, and the 
other three little ones in a corner of 
the wrecked 
kitchen, more or less 


covered with portions of the wreckage. 
Doors and windows in other parts of 
the house were broken and wrecked 
and the plaster in the dining room was 
knocked from the ceiling. The mother 
and children were carried into the house 
and the latter made as comfortable as 
possible until the arrival of Dr. S. S. 
Leith, of Junction City, and the Drs. 
von Neupert of this city. Upon exam- 
ination it was found that Helen had 
received internal injuries, from which 
she may not recover. Frances was also 
found to have suffered internal injur- 
ies, but which are not considered seri- 
ous. Regina seemed to have received 
the most bruises of any. 
Her head 


was a mass of contusions and cuts and 
her little arms were terribly bruised 
and lacerated. 
Little 
Mary, 
the 


youngest, suffered bruises about the 
head, a cut under the eye and a piece 
of iron was driven into her head near 
the temple. However, she seemed the 
brightest of the four and for a time 
sat upon her grandmother's lap and 
smiled at those who came to see her. 


Conveyances were secured and the 


four injured little ones brought to this 
city and placed in Mercy hospital, 
where they now seem to be getting 
along as well as can be expected, be- 
ing under the care of skilled physicians 
and nurses. 
The funeral services of Mrs. Kitow- 


ski will be held from the Polish Cath- 
olic church at Mill Creek tomorrow 
morning and the remains will be brot 
to this city and laid at rest in St. 
Peter's cemetery. She was about 38 
years of age. 
The family are old and well known 


residents of the town of Carson, where 
they have lived for over 30 years. 
They are well to do, owning one of the 
best farms in that town, and are highly 
respected by all who know them. The 
heartfelt sympathy of all is ext 
to the bereaved ones and it is hoped 
that no greater affliction may come to 
them through the sad and deplorable 
accident. 


A further examination of the wounds 


of the four little girls was made today 
by the Drs. von Neupert. 
It was 


found that Helen was the most severe- 
ly injured of any. 
Besides being in- 


jured internally, the fleshy portion of 
her right leg was terribly lacerated ! 
and torn, and that some small object, j 
perhaps a piece of the stove, had en- 
tered the fleshy part of her leg and 
penetrated clear through the shin bone. ^ 
badly shattering the bone for two 
inches or more. 


The wound? of Frances w<*re found 


to be the least, serious of any. She is 
still in a da?ed condition, and although 
her little body contains numerous cuts 
and bruises, she does not seem to suffer 
greatly from their efect?. 
The most 


serious wound of which 
Roffina 
is 


suffi nnp is the one she sustained by 
an object about the size of a rifle ball 
entering her chest. It is thought that

but tl e doe'ors preferred to wait u n t i l 
a later date before probing for it, as 
thej. feared that an operation at 


time might prove disastrous to the 
little patient. 
Her eyes are also quite 


badly injured, but it is hoped by the 
doctors that their sight will not suffer 
any serious consequences. Dr. Alcorn 
is also in attendance. 
The 
baby's 


wounds were found to be quite severe 
but not at all serious. 
The piece of 


iron which had penetrated her head 
near the right temple was extracted 
and was found to be about one and one 
half inches long. The object had taken 
a downward course and only penetrated 
the fleshy covering of the skull. 
She 


also received numerous cuts and bruises 
about her head and body, 
none of 


which are considered dangerous. 
At 


the present writing the four little ones 
are resting quite easy and the hospital 
people hope to bring them to a speedy 
recovery. 
District Attorney Geo. B. Nelson 


went to the scene of the accident Tues- 
day morning, and after an investiga- 
tion of the cause he decided that it 
would not be necessary to hold an in- 
quest.

February, when the Wisconsin Chil- 
dr'-n's Home Society and the American 
Home Finding Association of Portage 
were united. 
By this consolidation the 


Wisconsin Society has taken over the 
charter of the Portage association and 
as-sumed supervision of the 
children 


placed in homes by that society. 
The 


7th of last May the American Home 
Finding Association went out of exis- 
terce and the Wisconsin 
Children's 


Home Society is now doing the work 
formerly done by the two societies. 


This important work is dependent 


upon the voluntary contributions of 
those who believe in saving children 
and helping them to become good cit- 
izens. Those who give for the support 
of this great work are partners and co- 
workers with those who give their time 
and strength for the 
uplifting 
of 


neglected children, and in this way 
they help to build a better common- 
wealth.

' finished fishing for this season and

'company that I worked lor caught 250 
' tons of spring salmon that were worth 


1 -I cents per 
pound.

came the hump-back salmon and there 
v as a great run of these also. 
Some- 


' times we lifted the trap twice a day, 
! netting about 10,000 at a lift and they 
were worth about 2 cents each. 
Then 


j came the silver salmon and dog salmon, 


i but there was not a very good run of 
these latter, which are worth about 
20 cents apiece. Now, you may want 
to know what a hump-back salmon is 
and what it looks like, and all I can say 
is that they have a humped back. The 
mouth of the dog salmon is the shape 
of a dog's mouth. 


Some people go fishing in a dory or 


small boat, trolling, and they lose their 
fish as well as their hook and lots of 
linft and the fish keep on going until 
they work, their way into a trap, when 
we get the fish, as well as the hook 
and line. I secured several hooks this 
summer in this way and I have gather- 
ed up a great many different things on 
the beach, including shells, agates, 
etc., and if I ever get back will be sure 
to show them to you and all the good 
Elks of Stevens Point. I have caught 
a hair seal and took the hide off and 
am going to have it tanned. 
Fishing 


is always a pleasant pastime, but no 
one knows how much excitement there 
is to it until he has fished in the ocean 
waters. 
There is also lots of hard 


work to it, but I did not think it was 
hard until I began to handle 10,000 fish 
in two hours, when you can imagine 
the perspiration began to come and at 
the same time we were wet to the skin 
with water from the splash of the fish. 
We can go to the beach and get a mess 
of clams or crabs in no time, and if 
any of you ever come this way, I shall 
see that you are fed on clams, crabs 
and trout until you cannot eat any 
more. The best time to come is in 
June, when you can also enjoy the 
fishing. 


I visited a fruit ranch the other day 


and never saw so many apples and 
pears in my life, the limbs being bent 
to the ground, and I saw a little tree 
which the owner told me was three 
years old. and I counted 205 apples 
upon its branches.

C'lty (Mo.) correspondent of the Kansas 
City Times. This law authorizes the 
formation of special road districts con- 
taining not loss than 2,<XK) acres of 
land which can be assessed for tbv 
building of roads. 


Judge Henry 
B. Bode, presiding 


judge of the county court of Cole coun 
ty, li."^ devised a simple plan for the 
construction of rock roads. His plazi 
IK meeting with the approval of the 
citizens and the county courts In the 
neighboring counties along the route. 


iris plan is to have each district con- 


sist of sixty-four forty-acre tracts ar- 
ranged in a rectangle four miles long 
and a mile wide. Through the center 
of this a mile of rock road is to run. 
The levy of a direct tax of $1 on each 
acre would creati- a fund of .$2,5f>(), 
which, it is estimated, would construct 
a mile of rock road under ordinary 
conditions. 
The district could lie lar- 


ger, 
however, and more money raised 


The tax could be paid in fifteen or 
twenty rear**. 
The tax. of course, 


would have to be levied iu proportion 
to the benefits derived. Land near the 
road would pay more than that farther 
away In the same district. 


These special road districts, under 


the law of IfHV), are organized in the 
following manner: 


The taxpayers of any proposed dis- 


trict may petition the county court for 
organization under this road law into 
a road district, giving the boundaries 
and the total number of acres in" the 
proposed district. The county court is 
then empowered to issue an order for 
a temporary organization and shall ap- 
point three commissioners to assess 
the benefits to accrue to the land. This 
shall be done with reference to the lo 
cation of the land to ihe road. Th'1 
land adjoining should of course pay 
more than the laud at a distance. Aft- 
er the commissioners make their re- 
port to the court, after the temporary 
organization Is effected, the court will 
then submit to the voters the proposi- 
tion of fixing the tax rates and submit 
all three plans for raising the money. 
It shall specify -whether the money 
shall be raised at once, by direct taxa- 
tion which will be within one year or 
whether bonds shall be issued payable 
In five or twenty years and to provide 
a sinking fund to pay the bonds and 
the Interest. 


The court shall advertise the special 


election and the proposition submitted. 
and the real estate owners have the 
right to vote according to the amount 
of land they own. They niay cast one 
vote for each acre of land they own 
•within the district. For Instance, the 
man -who owns forty acres has forty 
votes, and the owner of 120 acres gets 
that many votes. If a majority vote 
for either proposition, then the same 
shall be declared carried, and the as- 
sessment will be levied according to 
the benefits fixed by the commission- 
ers. 
However. If the majority of the 


votes are against all of the proposi- 
tions the court shall pay the cost out 
of the road fund of the county and the 
district shall be dissolved and the pro- 
ceedings stopped, and they cannot 
again be voted on for two years. 


The county courts of Cole and Monl- 


teau counties have recently awarded a 
Joint contract for the construction of 
a -wagon bridge across the Moreau riv- 
er midway between Jefferson City and 
California -which when finished can be 
utilized for the new state highway over 
the southern route.

DUVALL IS SELECTED 


APPOINTED MAJOR GENERAL TO 


SUCCEED M'CASKEY. 


Question of Seniority Is Ignored by 


the President — Considerations 


That 
Ruled—Interesting 


Competition Ended. 


Washington.—It was announced at 


the war department the other day that 
the president has appointed Brig. Gen. 
W'iHiam P. Duvall major general in 
the army, vice Maj. Gen. William S. 
McCaskey, commanding the depart- 
ment of Dakota, at St. Paul, who has 
been retired on account of age. and 
L.ietn. Col. William Wotherspoon of 
the Nineteenth infantry, acting presi- 
dent of the war college, a brigadier 
genera], vice Gen. Duvall, promoted. 


These appointments end a most in- 


teresting competition in the army. In 
both cases the president has ignored 
the question of seniority, and selected 
officers by no means at 
the top of 


their 
respective grade. Gen. Duvall 


stood number seven in the list of brig- 
adier generals of the line, and 
his 


relative rank in that grade was num- 
ber fourteen. 


The six brigadiers of the line who 


were passed over through Gen. Du- 
vall's appointment are Gens. Funston, 
Carter, Bliss, Barry, Mills and Edger- 
ly, but it is stated as a curious fact 
that Gen. Duvall was either instructor 
or drill master at West Point to each 
of those officqrs except Funston. Each 
of them is younger in years than Du- 
vall, except Edgerfjv-who is 
slightly 


older. Of the other brigadiers, Gens. 
Godfrey, Myer, Hall, Thomas and Mor- 
ton will each retire for age before 
Gen. Duvall, and Gens. Davis and 
Hodges within a few weeks after- 
ward. Of the 
younger brigadiers, 


Gen. Funston will retire in November, 
1929; Carter in November, 1915; Bliss 
in December, 1917; 
Mills in May, 


191S; Pershing in September, 1924. 
Gen. Duvall will retire in January, 
1911. 


It. is stated at the war department 


that the promotion of Gen. Edgerly of 
the cavalry arm, who is senior in rank 
and years to Gen. Durall, would re- 
strict the grade of major general to 
the cavalry, for the other five generals 
have all been cavalry officers. On the 
other hand, Gen. Duvall is from the 
artillery and is the first from that arm 
to hold the grade of major general, 
except for the purpose of perfunctory 
appointment in order to secure an ad- 
vance grade upon retirement, since 


Gen. 
Scbofield relinquished it in 1895. 


Another consideration said to have 


influenced Gen. Duvall's preferment 
was the fact that the infantry now has 
the lieutenant generalcy and some of 
the preceding lieutenant generals were 
also 
from 
the infantry, which arm, 
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moreover, has always been regularly 
represented in 
the 
grade of major 


general. 


The senior brigadier was Funston. 


In regard to him it was stated that he 
is so young that although all the brig- 
adiers now in service 
might in turn 


be appointed to the grade of major 
general, Funston would still have the 
opportunity to retire as the senior ma- 
jor general, who would then be the 
ranking officer of the 
army, as the 


grade of lieutenant general will lapse 
with Gen. MacArthur's retirement in 
June, 1909. 


Besides these considerations, which 


had their weight in bringing about 


the selection of Gen. Puvall to this 
promotion, 
personal 
considerations 


were potent, for it is stated that the 
president and Secretary Taft regard 


Gen. 
Duvall as one of the ablest of 


the general officers of the army, whose 
record of serrlce both in the line and 
the staff is exceptionally fine. He is 
now on duty at the war department at 
assistant chief of staff, and will prob- 
ably continue in that office for an 
indefinite period. 


Gen. 
Duvall was born in Maryland, 


and was appointed a cadet to the mil- 
itary academy from that state July 1, 


1865. 
He was 
graduated June 15, 


1869, 
and was appointed second lieu- 


tenant in the Fifth artillery, in which 
arm he served until appointed briga- 
dier general from the grade of lieuten- 
ant.colonel March 2, 1906. During the 
Spanish-American war Gen. Duvall 
served as major and inspector genefbl, 
lieutenant colonel, chief of ordnance, 
lieutenant colonel. Twenty-sixth in- 
fantry, and colonel, Forty-eighth in- 
fantry—all in the 
volunteers—from 


which he was mustered out June 30, 
1901.

GENERAL FINANCIAL SITUATION 


IS ENCOURAGING. 


ALL PROBABLY SOLVENT 


Savings Concerns Certainly Are Sound 


—Stock Exchange Provided with 


Ample 
Funds for the 
Present. 


New York.—Friday was another 


nerve-racking day, but the financial 
institutions of New York showed ex- 
traordinary power of resistance to the 
pressure put upon them. While it is 
true that several 
minor institutions 


have been forced to close their doors, 
jet two things should be said about 
them—first, that the amount involved 
was not so great as to exert any 
marked influence on the general situa- 
tion, as these banks were located in 
residential quarters and did not come 
into touch with the larger financial 
institutions of the metropolis, and sec- 


ond, 
there is every reason to believe 


that these banks and trust companies 
are entirely solvent, and their difficul- 
ties will "prove to be only temporary 
and due entirely to inability to secure 
ready cash on the gilt-edged securities 
in their vaults. 


The institutions which closed their 


doors Friday, with the sums due de- 
positors, were: The United States Ex- 
change bank, Harlem, $600,000; Inter- 
national Trust company, about $100,- 


000; 
the Borough Bank of Brooklyn, 


$4,000,000; the Brooklyn bank, $2,300,- 


000; 
Williamsburg Trust 
company, 


Brooklyn, $7,500,000, and the First Na- 
tional Bank of Brooklyn, $3,500,000. 


In the light of the general excite, 


ment the savings banks thought it 
wise to put into effect the rule requir- 
ing 30 to 60 days' notice for the with- 
drawal of deposits. There was not th« 
slightest hint that any of the savings 
institutions was in anything but the 
soundest condition. 


The most favorable incident of th« 


day was that the stock exchange was 
provided with funds ample to meet its 
immediate necessities toy the money 
pool beaded 
by J. Pierpont Morgan, 


which sent about $15,000,000 to the ex- 
change during the afternoon. 
The 


stock market had held relatively firm 
all day, but when the pool money was 
offered in the loan corner there was an 
immediate upturn of prices and th» 
market closed strong at the best prices 
of the day.

"I have more trades outstanding, both 
buys and sells, than any other mem- 
ber or house. Before deciding whether 
to adjourn in an attempt to save 'the 
Street,' I ask your consideration of 
this proposition: If the exchange will 
suspend operations for 
30 minutes, 


and allow me to address the mem- 
bers on the floor, I will agree to buy 
stocks all around the room, until they 
have regained at least half their drop 
*-all of it, if possible. I will buy un- 
til I have exhausted to the last hun- 
dred my fortune of a billion dollars. 
This should make an adjournment un- 
necessary. I know that this is a most 
extraordinary request, but you are 
confronted with a most extraordinary 
eltuation, the most remarkable in the 
history of the stock exchange. 
Al- 


ready, if what they say on the floor 
is correct, over 200 banks and trust 
companies 
throughout the country 


have gone under, and new 
failures 


are being announced every minute. 
Half the members of this and the 
Boston and Philadelphia 
exchanges 


are insolvent and have closed their 
doors, or will close them before three 
o'clock, and the shrinkage in values 
so far reported runs over fifteen bil- 
lions. Unless something is done be- 
fore the close, there will be a similar 
panic in every exchange and bourse 
In Europe to-morrow." 


The committee instantly voted to 


lay the proposition before tbe full 
board. In another minute the presi 
dent's gavel sounded, and the floor 
was still as a tomb. All eyes were 
fixed on the president.

In that great throng knew that upon 
the announcement they were about to 
hear, might

sell in one session of the exchange is 
limited only by tbe amount that he

be compelled to show his ability to 
deliver what he has offered for sale 
until after he has 
finished 
selling, 


which is the following day. You will 
ask as I did: Can this b« possible?

An evil that at present Is receiving 


more than ordinary attention In the 
press is the concentration of vast 
amounts of money in the hands of 
corporations. 
The accumulation of 


wealth by individuals when controlled 
by natural law, will inevitably become 
divided. 
The millionaire who has a 


family, at his death will apportion to 
each member a share of his wealth. 
Even though these divisions may be 
increased by work and by speculation 
and investment by the children, they 
in return will divide the accumula-

Laws Passed by Some States Prohibit- 


ing Prizes in Packages of Foodstuffs. 


Some classes of people when they 


wish to purchase goods, look more aft- 
er so-called bargains than quality, and 
quite often the bargains prove expen- 
sive. 
It seems that the getting of 


something for nothing is attractive to 
the average person. 
Of late years 


there has grown up a practice among 
manufacturers of staple articles, par- 
ticularly in the food line, of giving: a 
prize with each package of their goods. 
It is apparent that there is an inclina- 
tion towards gambling in the make- 
up of most people, and this spirit is 
appealed to largely by the giver of 
prizes. 
The purchaser seems to over- 


look the fact that he receives nothing 
other than he pays for. 
Whatever ar- 


ticle is given as a premium represents 
co much money value and certainly 
the manufacturer Joes not lose by 
the operation. 
The value of what is 


given must be made "ip by ^i*her the 
retailer or the consumer, and it is g^n- 
t-ralli 
tli<> consumer who pays the 


cost. 


KHail grocers, as w*>ll as the peo- 


ple in general, hav<» cause to be thank- 
ful u. the lawmakers of some states 
for making it ill"Kal to placf premiums 
in par-knees of foodstuffs. Such a law 
is now in force in the stat^ of Nebras- 
ka. 
Prfrmium and prize giving 
has 


been a cause of trouble and 
disturb- 


ance arid h?.s resulted in the making 
of inf"rior goods, palming off their 
poor productions, relying more upon 
th<- j'riz" criien t" secure trade than 
the merit of goods. 
The wise house- 


wife in whatever state she may ]iv«? 
will be careful to discriminate between 
quality, and quality hacked up 
by 


prizes. 
It is well when yon buy arti- 


cles in the food line to avoid buying 
tn>thing which has,a prize attach- 
ment. 
You are compelled to not alone 


pay for the goods that you require, but 
the pri?* as -.veil. 


There is a county seat town in one 


of the central western states that has 
a population of about 3,000. 
It is sur- 


rounded by one of the richest farming 
countries. 
For years this town has 


been at a standstill. 
If anything it 


is retrograding, and even farm values 
near it are lowering, while pooler land 
some 20 miles away is advancing. 


Why should such a condition exist? 


The answer is plain. A dozen years 
ago there was a boom. With the boom 
real estate went to the top 
notch. 


Keeping pace with the 
boom 
the 


prices of products in that town -went 
up. There was a collapse in real es- 
tate values, but the 
merchants 
re- 


mained, and kept up the 
high-price 


habit. That is they wanted more than 
an equitable share of profit. 
Another 


town was started 20 miles away. Some 
of the farmers went there. 
It was 


found that the merchants were selling 
goods at a lower price. 
The stock- 


buyer and the grainbuyer paid a few 
cents a hundred more for their pur- 
chases. 
The habit of trading at the 


new town .crew. The business men of 
the old town couldn't learn a lesson. 
Before they knew it their customers 
were leaving them. 
So it has been 


since then. The merchants have been 
plodding along. 
The 
money 
that 


should be retained in the town went 
elsewhere. 
Much of it went to build 


up the competing town. 


Mistakes like this one are 
made 


frequently. 
Towns 
become 
dead 


places instead of live ones. 
In fact, 


some towns are so dead that the farm- 
ers who withdrew their trade from 
them are suffering in decreased farm 
values. 
They take no 
interest 
in 


these places, other than to visit them 
now and then. Unhealthy booms, un- 
healthy prices made by the merchants, 
and which are foolishly maintained. 
are quite certain to kill a town even 
though it may be a county seat and 
have some advantages nearby towns 
mav not have. 


Have Instruction Car. 


The newest attempt to increase the 


efficiency of a railroad's working force 
and diminish thereby the fatality lists, 
which have been growing from year 
to year with the reduction of running 
time, is the traveling instruction car, 
now in operation on the Union Pacific 
railroad. 


Instead of being equipped 
with 


slates and blackboard to 
facilitate 


their work in imparting information, 
the "Tnion Pacific's corps of traveling 
schoolmasters have sets of air brakes, 
signal apparatus and all the compli- 
cated machinery which goes to make 
up the operating end of a great rail- 
way system. 
A two months' cam- 


paign of education is thus being car- 
ried on a wheel, during which 5,000 
employes, scattered over almost S.OOi) 
miles of territory, will be required to 
undergo examination as to their effi- 
ciency. 


The Union Pacific adopted on Au- 


gust 1 a new book of almost. 1,000 
regulations, designed to increase the 
alertness and efficiency of its 
em- 


ployes. Of these regulations 63 were 
new. and the lecture tour was started f 
to insure a uniform understanding of 
them by trainmen, conductors, engi- 
neers, brake-men and other operatives 
upon whose knowledge the safety of 
the traveling public depends. 


The instruction coach is fitted up 


with seats and has a raised platform 
at one end, equipped with charts, ine- 
cha'nical devices and stereopticon il- 
lustrations of interlocking plants. The 
car also contains a miniature automat- 
ic block signal section of track. 


Promotion on the road is to be made 


contingent, hereafter, 
upon 
exact 


knowledge, and the management has 
announced that advancement will be 
placed as nearly on the basis of a. 
naval or military school as possible. 


"All this involves a great deal of 


trouble and time," said General Mana- 
ger Mobler of the Harriman 
road, 


"but railroading has become of such a 
scientific nature that the old methods 
are entirely obsolete and unsafe."

THE NUMBER OF ANIMALS. 


Recent 
Attempts to Tabulate the 
Beasts That Perish. 


Every now and then some natural- 


ist endeavors to make an approximate 
numerical count of known, 
animal 


species. This kind of attempt is sure- 
ly not without interest, hut it must be 
acknowledged that its results are very 
uncertain. "We are far from knowing 
all species, and there is yet a delight- 
ful prospect ahead for those who love 
systematic zoology and for -zoologists 
•who bestow mutual honors by giving 
each other's names to some animal 
hitherto unknown. 


As Nurmann remarked to a recent 


meeting of naturalists at the museum, 
to which he presented his "Catalogues 
Mammalium." the species of rodents 
known in 1880 were only 970 in num- 
ber; now they are 1,900. The num- 
ber has thus, at least, doubled in 27 
years. The number of living species 
of this creature now known is about 
1,500, divided among 160 genera. This 
family is the most numerous of the 
class of mammalia.—Wissen fur Alle.

And never the twain shall meet. 
It is not improbable that Rudyard 


Kipling saw the gulf dividing the two 
civilisations in his early acquaintance- 
ship with Baba Bharati when both 
were journalists in India. It is cer- 
tain tiiat Bharati saw it, for he came 
to the Occident avowedly to study the 
possibilities of bridging it. Now, after 
five years among us he has gone back 
t» his own people, never, he says, to 
return. And with his perspective ot 
time, old ideals of civilization and dis- 
iateresteduess Baba Bharati, "citizen 
of the universe." ascetic, philosopher 
and apostle ot the purely spiritual 
Jife, sees war impending between east 
and west: a war, not of the west 
•gainst the "yellow peril," but of the 
«aat against what he calls the "white 
peril" of aggressiveness and material- 
ism. 


"The Orient will rise and drive the 


white man forth. This will happen in 
a very few years. By 1915, I believe, 
this conflict will be well under way. 
This Is my own prophecy, but I find 
that Lafcadio Hearn made virtually 
t.ae same forecast some years ago. It 
ia the 'White Peril' from which we suf- 
fer in the Orient—Caucasian aggres- 
siveness and soul-killing civilization." 


Such, was Bharati's parting message 


to the western world. 


Bafaa (Father) Bharati is. aot to be 


confounded with the type 
of 
pic- 


turesque Hindu charlatans who. with 
appropriate scenery and costumes, have 
come to America from time to time 
to wbeedle dollars from silly women 
sind men who wear thumb rings. His 
sponsors were men of like standing 
with Rev. Dr. R. Heber Newton. Prof. 
Charles R. Lanman. of Harvard, and 
t>r. Felix Adler. of the Ethical Culture 
society. He is a Brahmin of the first 
order. His father was a magistrate 
*ufti his uncle a judge of the high 
court of Calcutta. Twenty years ago 
te was editor of the Lahore Tribune 
•when Kipling was a newspaper writer 
f.here. 
Later he became the editor 


;md proprietor of a society paper in 
Calcutta. Then his religious instincts

The western coast 
just now 
is 


aroused over the "Hindu Peril," as it 
is called. Hundreds, even thousands, 
of Hindus are coming across the Pa- 
cific, and the western states and west- 
ern Canada fear a very deluge. So 
great has been the feeling in some 
places that the white laborers have 
driven the dusky invaders out, as the 
Chinese were sent forth from certain 
western cities in early days. 
But 


Baba Bharati declares there is no such 
thing as the "Hindu Peril." 
It 
is 


rather the "Japanese Peril" on this 
side of the Pacific, or the 
"White 


Peril" on the other side of the ocean. 


"The Hindus that come 
to 
the 


American shore are really not Hindus 
in the common acceptance 
of 
the 


term; rather they are half Hindus, 
sikhs from Upper India, with a differ- 
ent relia*)n and different ideas," said 
Baba Bharati in an interview I had 
with him at the Hotel Stander just be- 
fore the Minnesota sailed. He contin- 
ued: 
"There is no cause to fear an 


invasion, for only a few of the sikhs 
will come. 
And they are not an ag- 


gressive people. If they find they are 
not wanted they will not cross the Pa- 
cific. There is no cause to fear." 


The Hindu philosopher and sage 


talked for an hour or more on this 
western world we know, his eastern 
world, 
religion, literature, modern 


conditions, his own life and experi- 
ences, his hopes, ambitions, and made 
predictions of such amazing nature 
regarding the future readjustment of 
relations across the Pacific as 
to 


startle any person who thinks on the 
shadows that portend coming events. 
In this interview he summed up a mes- 
sage he wished to convey in farewell 
to the America he is leaving. 


Spirituality Not for Sale. 


"The New York Herald gave me and 


my mission most helpful publicity, and 
then followed my first success since 
leaving my own shores. 
I was 
to 


lecture. Thirty persons came to hear 
me. and when I bad finished speaking 
they placed upon the table $30 in j 
money. 
I almost wept. 
Then I ex- j 


plained that a, Hindu cannot take coin i 
for sustenance he gives either to the j 
body or the soul. One can travel all 
through my country without being j 
able to buy cooked food, and spiritual- i 
ity i,s not for barter and sale, eithei.

TIME ENGINEERS. 


Where the Dog is Valued. 


In northern France, and in Belgium 


especially the dog is indeed the friend 
of man.

so well cared for by his owner that 
he becomes a most important member 
of the family.

Railroads Spared No Expense on In- 


side or Outside Ornamentation of 


Locomotives When Rail- 


roading Was New. 


The railroad companies in former 


days spaied no expon.se when it came 
to HIP construction or ornamentation 
of their locomotives, whicli were not 
only the pets of the engineers and the 
pride of Ihp whole road but also daily 
moving advertisements of the service. 
In these twentieth 
century 
days of 


black, pooled locomotives whose mas- 
ters change every trip it seems a far 
cry back to the romantic days of rail- 
roading, when every road tried to out- 
do its rivals in the way of dandy en- 
gines, of which 
the 
engineers were 


the absolute masters. 


No one but a certain specified en- 


gineer was allowed to run one oi these 
engines under any circumstances, and 
when it became necessary to place the 
engine in 
the shop for a 
thoiough 


overhauling the engineer quit 
woi k 


until the machinists had got through 
Perhaps the best 
examples 
of 
all 


dandy engines were two bought lo* th'* 
New Haven load in the 't'-iV. 


These engines, which were mon.M. >s 


for those davs. had drhim; wheel.- f i \ e 
leet nine inches in diameter and cor*' 
abom S;j">.OOU each. The cab was made 
of solid walnut 
Inside the roof of the 


cab was composed ot nai row alternate 
strins of mahogany and walnut 
The 


side windows wete 
made of stained 


glass 


Jiibt as much expense was inclined 


to make the outside of the engine at- 
tractive. First, the frame was made 
of planed steel, highly polished. The 
drivers were all painted reel, with a 
tiny black stripe. 


From the cab to the sand box every- 


thing was covered with brass, even the 
jacket of the boiler, while from 
the 


sand box to the stack the bo;ler was 
covered with 
Russian iron. ArounJ 


the dome and the sand box was a cov- 
ering of brass and the cylinders and 
steam chests were enclosed wuh the 
same metal. Snips of brass were laid 
along the edge of the running boards 
and the hand rails were of brass pip- 
ing, with larsre bells of brass, eagles 
or something of the kind at the end. 


On the side ot" the headlight of No. 


28, whose engineer was Edward Cbat- 
terton, was painted the "United States 
coat of arms, while the tender of Xo. 
34 had the same device on the side. 
The tender was painted 
black and 


enameled, while all the striping was 
made with gold leaf. 


The 
engineer of Xo. 34, Maynard 


Smith, always wore white duck, as in- 
deed did many of the other old time 
engineers, and be was very exacting. 
When he climbed into the cab of his 
engine just before starting on a trip 
he would takp out his white handker- 
chief and wipe the different brass fit- 
tings in the cab to see if all had been 
properly cleaned. 


Many of the engines in use in the 


early days were named instead of be- 
ing numbered. On the New Haven & 
Hartford road, which connected the 
two cities before the consolidation, the 
engines bore such names as Andro- 
meda, Venus. Orient and Adonis. Some 
engines had landscapes painted on the 
sides of the cab. 


In those days the engineer was the 


aristocrat among railroad men. As 
soon as he reached the end of his run 
he would take off his overalls, turn 
over the engine to a hostler, wash his 
hands at the tender cock and step 
off right at the station, his work done 
until the return trip. 


If any repairs were needed he did 


not consider that his duty had been 
fulfilled when a report had been turned 
in. He made it his particular busi- 
ness personally to see that the repairs 
were 
properly executed. Often 
an 


engineer would spend hours of his own 
time to get his machine into the very 
best condition. Under the present 
system the engineer gets away as soon 
as possible and doesn't show up again 
until ready to take out his run once 
more.

1906. showing,the par value of rail- 
way capital outstanding was $14,570.- 
421,478. or $67.936 per mile of the rail- 
ways in the United States. 
Of this 


over 3-1 per cent, paid no dividends. 
Of the railways stock outstanding $2.- 
257.175.7?? was owned by railway cor- 
porations and of railway bonds $64],- 
305,030 was so reported. The aggre- 
gate gross earnings from the operated 
mileage of 222.340 miles of lines were 
$2.325.763.167, being $243.282.761 great- 
er than in 1905. Their operating ex- 
penses were $1,536.877,271, or $146.- 
275.119 more than in 1905. The net 
earnings aggregated $788,887,896. an

$97,007,844.
